A blank discrepancy report page is attached to the top
of each day’s schedule so that operators may note any discrepancies from what was anticipated in
the logs, and the reasons therefore. To the extent that actual broadcasts differ from what is
projected in the daily schedule, operators are expected to note discrepancies in the discrepancy
reports and the reasons for them, if known. Certain of these schedules note discrepancies in their
attached discrepancy report sheets. Jukebox Radio has in its possession copies of all such
schedules, from January 1, 1996 to the present. Schedules prior to that time were discarded in
the normal course of business and cannot be reproduced. The schedules in the possession of
Jukebox Radio fill approximately twelve large cardboard boxes and will be made available to
counsel for the Bureau and Universal for review and copying upon reasonable request therefore.

air positions could have been involved in producing or amending the schedules referred to in

Answer 1.

'Throughout these Answers, the term “Jukebox Radio” refers to the operations of FM-
